The Seventy-seventh Session of the Coldwater Association 
was held with the church at Red Banks, beginning at 10 o’elock, 
November 6, 1917. The meeting was postponed from October 
l6th to this date owing to a prevalence of influenza. 

The body was called to order by the Clerk in the absence of 
the Moderator, Bro. M."D. Jeffries led the Association in an 
opening devotional service. 

Bro. Hugh Foster was elected Moderator pro tem. 

The letters of correspondence were called for and presented. 
(n motion of J. P. Horton the reading of the letters was post- 
poned to a later hour. / : 

The Association was now permanently organized by electing 
J. N. Brown Moderator; J, P Horton, Treasurer, and W. E. 
Lee, Clerk.

REPORT ON CHRISTIAN AND MINISTERIAL EDUCATION. 


It has come to be fairly well understood among intelligent Bap- 
tists that the denominational or Christian school is a necessity 
This is incident to the fact that the average state school does not 
Stand for a complete education Or, in other words, the state 
schools develop the intellectual almost exclusively, while the de- 
honomination or Christian school feeds and grows both the intellec- 
tual and spiritual life 


The necessity. for ninisterial education was never more appar- 
ent than now, nor have the demands for thoroughly qualified preach- 
ers ever been more insistent and_rigid than at the present time. We 
are gradually waking up to the ac uteness of these conditions and it 
‘is hoped that ere long we will have adequate schools and equipment 
to meet these demands At present we have only three schools in 
Mississippi under Baptist control Mississippi College at Clinton, 
Clarke Memorial College at Newton. and The Woman's College at 
Hattiesburg. The patronage of these three institutions is greater 
this vear than usual and we have been literally unable to care for 
all those who wish the benefits of these three institutions. We very 
earnestly approve the Five-year Educational Program as outlined by 
the Fducational Committee of the Southern Baptist Convention 
We also heartily approve the Midwinter Campaign to pay out all in- 
debtedness on our «x hools and very earnestly urge that our pastors 
and churches give time and place to that great work

Se ON THE BAPTIST MEMORIAL HOSPITAL, 


The year closing has been an eventful one in the history of this 
institution. It was founded just ten years ago, and opened its doors 
for the reception of patients six years ago. Year by year its work 
has enlarged; this year nearly 6,000 patients have been admitted, a 
current business of $150,000 has been done and nearly $35,000 ex- 
pended in charity for the worthy and needy. Beside this, the year 
lias been marked by the erection of an addition which increases the 
capacity of the hospital from 100 rooms with 150 beds to 209 rooms 
with 300 beds, the raising in one week last February of over $273,- 
UCC.00 to pay for this improvement and bay outstanding debts, and 
the appointment of a Hospital Pastor, whose duty it is to look after 
the spiritual welfare of those who come within its gates. The im- 
provements approaching completion will cost some $350,000, which 
will bring the total property value held by the Baptists of Missis- 
sippi, Tennessee and Arkansas, in this benevolence, to about $700,- 
O00. At present day prices this would mean about a million. 

The need for the early completion of the addition is most 
Pressing, since patients usking admission must be turned away from 
day to day; the patronage grows each month. During August 570 
patients were admitted, the largest month yet. Owing to condi-

REPORT ON LAYMEN’S WORK. 


In the laymen’s report to this convention last year, it was sug- 
Bested that the State ( onvention seek out a man and put him in the 
field to do work among the laymen The convention also instructed 
the Board to take such steps as might be nex essary to bring the bud- 
Set system, as re ommended in the five-year program, to the atten- 
tion of the churches The board very wisely combined the budget 
work and the laymen's work and created a department to give the 
work emphasis. N T. Tull, a layman and business man, was chosen 
superintendent of this new department, and has been giving the work 
his entire time since his election on the 20th of last February 

One of the most fruitful activities of the laymen’s movement 
since it began Operation among Southern Baptists has been the pro- 
motion of systemati: kiving through the budget system and the 
every-member canvass Now that the budget system has been 
adopted by this “onvention as a state program, the way is open for 
the most effective work among our laymen It furnishes oppor- 
tunity for the instri, tion of our men in stewardship and Scriptural 
Kiving. It awakens responsibility on the part of our laymen as to 
the proper finan mg of the kingdom 

Aside from thé usual inspirational work that has been en- 
couraged, and has proven so helpful among our laymen, we suggest 
a8 a means of further instru ting and developing them in church and 
denominational activities, that the Association authorize the organi- 
zation of “The Baptist Men's Bible Class League of Mississippi,” 
using as units of such organization the men’s Bible classes now or- 
Bénized in our various churches and such other men's Bible classes 
48 may be organized and admitted to membership in the future. 
The work of the league would be in co-operation with the organized 
class department of th¢ Sunday School Board and in co-operation 
with the Sunday School department of this convention The plan 
would be to arrange a tract eeries for supplemental study by theee 
classes, covering the Bene:al subjects of missions, Christian educa- 
tion, benevolences, chur. h methods, denominational methods, et: 
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We further suggest that the Association ap 
six—three representing the Sunday School work and three repre- 
senting the laymen’s work—who shall arrange the details of the 
rganization, defining its aims, Purposes, scope of activity, etc., and 
who shall choose and qualify such officers as might be necessary and 
put the league into operation. 

\Ve recommend that the committee Suggested above, when ap- 
pcinted, be constituted the authorized executive committee of the 
laymen's work of this Association, and that said committee be au- 
thorized to select and appoint an advisory committee consisting of 
one member from each association who shall work in co-operation 
with the member of the Association Board in his association for the 
carrying out of the Plans and programs of the denomination. 

We cordially commend and ask thé Association to endorse the 
plan of the General Secretary of the Laymen’s Work, Dr. J. T. Hen- 
derson, to secure emergency men, each of whom agrees to con- 
tribute once a year as much as five dollars to relieve some worthy

report: 


It is a well known tact Qhat the Christian minister is one of 
poorest paid of all public servants. go much so that when old 


age and infirmity overtakes him he has no savings to look to for 
Support.

Board is Siving aid to ‘twenty-four. Fourteen of 
these are aged ministers, and ten are widows of ministers, To these 
there has been 4n allowance of seven dollars per month. When we 
realize how little money will buy these days, and how other de- 
hominations are Surpassing us in caring for their aged ministers, 
we should justly fee] the sting of shame. Our Presbyterian brethren 
“re raising a fund of $10,000,000 for agea ministers; our Methodist 
brethren are raising $12,000,000 for a similar cause; and our 
Northern Baptists are raising $2,000,000. Our own §. s. Board has 
Fiven $160,000 to Start a fund for our aged ministers. 
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Ten out of forty-five churches in the Coldwater Assox lation con- 
tributed last year to ministerial relief. 

At the last Southern suptist Convention a new board was 
created to be known as the Board of Ministerial Relief and Annui- 
ties. This board was located at Dallas, Texas, and Dr. William Luns- 
ford was placed in charze as General Secretary. This board will 
undertake to raise three million dollars for relief and annuity work 

one million for annu'.y and two million for relief. Infirm minis- 
ters, their widows and orphans, and missionaries are to be bene- 
ficiaries of this fund. This is a great movement and should be well 
sustained

The committee feels that after such an able report on this sub-

the report carefully However, we wish to state that times have 
changed even in the last twelve month, and wages have been greatly 
increased in ey ery calling and now is the time to measure the work 
and the needs of ihe preacher and pastor, as men in other depart- 
ments of work today are being measured, that their value may be 
rightly appraised and their needs fairly met. 

“Let us set down a few qualities and duties of our pastors, so as 
to judge of their value 

First, and above ail, he must be a spiritual man, then he must 
be a man of force. tact, agreeable personality, a good mixer, a man 
of knowledge, wisdom and authority, who can command respect and 
whose words carry conviction. 

He must be able to win men and women and to kindle their 
enthusiasm, direct their energies, and organize their working powers, 

He must also be the successful head of all church activities, 
business, social. and spiritual. 

He must be an expert money raiser. 
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All of these taings we expect of him and more. 
can expect so much of him, and then 
unskilled laborer can earn? 


Yet how we 
not pay him even as much as an 
The average salary of clergymen in ten 
of the largest denominations is only $793 a year, and right here in 
the Southern Baptist Convention it is less than $400.00, 

Now, let us all make up our minds to do something-to Temedy 


this awful state of affairs and not let our pastors suffer for want of 
our support.

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS, 
Report to Coldwater Association. 


Dear Brethren: We are called upon this year as never before 
to support and give to Foreign Missions. Southern Baptists should 
not plan their work solely to take care of a condition after this 
terrible war is over, but we should Push this work to the very gate 
r enemy, even during this 
serious period of chaos. Conditions of peace should be based upon 


Gospel principles, which fundamentally are Baptist principles and 
‘ 
democratic. 


At the meeting of our convention we se 
one-half million dollars, which ig fifty per cent above last year. 
Thus you see that this necessitates not only every state and church 
increasing their gifts to this cause, but every individual member 


must increase his gifts, as one £00d brother at this same conven- 
tion did, giving the Board $100,000.00. Our Association last year 


Bave $1,288.94, this being 30 cents per capita. This year we have 
Siven $...... , being $...... per capita. 

God's blessings are upon Foreign Missions. Even the war is 
helping instead of hindering this great enterprise which Southern 
Baptists are conducting. There were 6,290 baptisms last year. We 
have now 464 churches on all the fields, of Which 141 have assumed 
self-support. We have a church \mem bership above 53,000 with 
715 Sunday schools enrolling more than 34,000 scholars. In other 
schools which we have enrolled nearly 9,000 
scholars logical schools in Japan, China, 

We have but few doctors under

the war. In that same year, which was the best the United States 
has ever known, we contributed for giving the Bospel to the whole 
world outside of our own land, the sum which would require six 
hundred years to equal the amount our country invested through 
its own expenditure and loans to our allies in our first year of the 
war. It would require three hundred years for the whole Protes- 
tant world on the basis of its best year to give as much for saving 
the heathen world as the United States alone gave for suppressing 
German militarism in our first year; and the whole Protestant 


‘-world would require fifteen hundred years to give as much to evan. 


—— 


gelize the world as they spent in one year of war, giving at the 
rate of their highest contribution. Estimating as best one may, the 
whole of Christianity, Catholic and Protestant, from the giving of 
the Commission on Mount Olivet down to the present year, has 
not invested as much money in Foreign Missions as the United 
States alone has invested in the war in one year. The standards on 
which we have been giving to the Red Cross work and the Y. M. 
C. A. war work have broken up our conservatism in thinking of the 
support of a great humanitarian enterprise, and Christian missions 
after the war must set its standards on the basis of giving which 
we have learned in these tragic days. 

After the war the leadership in the missionary enterprise for 
the whole world will have definitely passed to the United States in 
sums of money and in numbers of men and women engaged in this 
work We have now come to lead all the rest, and our leadership 
must increase rather than diminish. That puts an enormous re- 
sponsibility upon American Christianity. Numerically, Baptists 
have come to be the first group of American Christians. In contri- 
butions to missions and in the numbers of missionaries sent we are 
behind all other leading denominations. I shall not here undertake 
to elaborate the meaning of these facts, but Baptists are face to face 
with the serious question as to whether they will respond to the 
position in which the providence of God and the spirit of Jesus 
Christ have placed them in the day of the supreme opportunity of 
the. Gospel of Christ in the face of a waiting world. 


REPORT ON HOME MISSIONS. 


The most urgent mission task that confronts us today is the 
spiritualization of the life of the New South. The astonishing in- 
Crease of the South's wealth will crush the souls of the people if 
they are not strong enough to master it for spiritual ends. And only 
a vital religious life and service can give the strength. 

In the South's unmixed native American blood and evangelical 
faith, Southern Christian bodies have had and still have their best 
chance to show what they can do for God, people and country. It 


is at once our radiant Opportunity and our supreme religious re- 
sponsibility 


Baptists are now the most numerous evangelical body in 
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America. Anerican Baptists have five-sixths of their members in 
the South.’ Here we greatly outnumber any other religious group. 
Only yesterday we felt burdened beyond our strength in trying to 
solve the problem of spiritualizing the South’s new wealth. And 
while the battle was still on as to whether we had religion enough 
to master our wealth, we were Swept jato the whirlpool of the 
greatest war in history. 

No people was ever great enough to overcome the downpull 
of such overwhelming forces, except as they placed their faith in 
the strength of God and his Christ. A greatly enlarged program 
of Home Missions has been our almost instinctive response to such 
challenges. While our people have humbled themselves to their 


In the days of trial we instinctively turn to the foundations of 
things, which in prosperity we are likely to forget. The modest 
Home Missionary has always wrought among the foundations, near 
the soil. It is the inspiration of God which, in this hour of unusual 
stress, has prompted Southern Baptists greatly to multiply the num- 


ber and increase the efficiency of these modest messengers of God's 
truth. 


The Southern Baptist Convention instructed the Home Board to 
outline its work for this year on the basis of a million-dollar ap- 
portionment. It told this Board to enlarge greatly its efforts to 
Serve. Especially did it declare for large and worthy efforts to 
help our soldier boys. Not fewer than one in five of the boys in 
the army are from Baptist homes and have B 
Serve and safeguard the deepest needs of t 


hour.

REPORT ON STATE MISSIONS, 


Baptists have three channels through which they conduct their 


mission work. These are Home, State and Foreign. We have two 
reasons for this 


First. The Scriptures bear us out in the practice. By refer- 
ence to our Lord's instructions, given before His ascension, He said 
to the disciples: “Ye shall be witnesses unto me both in Jerusalem, 
and in all Judea ana in Samaria and unto the uttermost parts of the 
earth.” In this outline, serusalem corresponds to the loca! church, 
Judea to the province or state, Samaria corresponds to the home 


land while the uttermost part of the earth corresponds to our pres- 
ent foreign fieid 


Second We believe the program of our work as given in the 
Scriptures is the most effective plan in practice. The unit of the 
kingdom of God is the individual, the unit of organized Christianity 
is the local church. while the unit of the sovereignty of the nation 
is the state. Our plan works out from the individual through the 
clturch, state, home land and the nations of the earth. This is 


kingdom building from the New Testament point of view and stands 
Out as the most logical and practical. 


Outline of State Mission Work. 





The State Mission Board divides the State Work into several 
departments. These are: Pastoral support, church building, Sunday 
school work, B. Y. P U. work, budget and laymen’s work, organiza- 
tion work, church-to-church campaigns and Bible schools and wom- 
an’s work. These various departments are under the supervision of 
Superintendents who do no office work, but are field men—really 
missionaries. The superintendents of the departments are: Mr. 
J. E. Bird, Sunday school work; Miss Minnie Brown and Mr. W. A. 
Chisholm, assietant Sunday school workers; Mr. A. J. Wilds, B. Y 
P. U. Work; Mr. N. T. Tull, budget and laymen's work; Rev. T. J. 
Moore, ehurch-to-church campaign work and preachers’ schools. 
There is one corresponding secretary of the Convention Board, Dr. 
J. B. Lawrence, and one corresponding secretary of the W. M. U.. 
These secretaries do both field and office work. 
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The Field Is White. 


God has given to Baptists more than one-half of the Christian 
population of Mississippi, but there remains a field of one million 
souls unconverted and the field “is ripe unto harvest.” This is a 


mighty challenge to our love of state, to our denominational pride 
end to our loyalty to Jesus Christ. 













There are many churches in Mississippi needing help to main- " 
tain regular preaching, many school houses where Baptist preaching 
should be heard, quite a number of places that are in sore need of 
houses of worship, and all other objects we foster should be greatly 
strengthened. Perhaps at least one fourth of our budget should be 
spent in the employment of state evangelists. This Association 
should go on record as favoring the employment of several general 

.men by our State Board. We need special emphasis placed upon 


evangelistic agencies, as a preparation for a great revival throughout 
the State.

REPORT ON ORPHANAGE. 





Your committee to report on the Baptist Orphanage, Jackson, 
Miss., submits the following: 






Of all the institutions that are fostered by the Baptists, none 
7 is more nex essary than the orphanage. It is God's provision for 
helpless children who, without it, might be subjected to the bitterest 
trials and most grinding and degrading hardships, with no oppor- 
tunity to develop into useful men and women. 


It is also the channel through which every father and mother, 
whose little ones are spared to them, or whose little ones have been 
takeh from them, can show the true spirit of parenthood and Chris- 
tianity in caring for the helpless little ones whose parents have 
left them alone. 

Our Orphanage was Started by Brother Foster, because a poor 
mother, who was dying with consumption, kept crying about her 
little ones who would be left all alone in the world. 

The Orphanage, under the management of Bro. J. R. Carter, is 
doing wonderfully well, but this is the most trying time in its history. 
Since the railroads have been taken over by the government they 
will not carry gifts to the orphanage free at Thanksgiving time. 
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For that reason our little ones will miss the cars of things that 
have gone in at that time for their support, unless the good people 
wil) just be generous enough to pay the freight and send on as in 
the past. Every church and Sunday school, and ladies’ society in 
the state should know of this condition and do more than ever for 
this institution. 


The Orphanage has become an institution with a record. We 
now have young men and young women who were raised in the 
home and have gone forth to bless the world. Nothing but eternity 
can reveal the good we have done through this institution. 

About two hundred children are cared for all the time, and 
they are taught to work, and are sent to school just as other chil- 
dren in Jackson. We have our own school building and the school 
is run just as the free schools all over the state, so that our chil- 
dren are uot educated apart from the general citizenship, of the 
state, but just as the others. Our school teachers are selected by 
our management, but paid by the state as other public school 
teachers are. This is a wonderful help in keeping the school in 
line with all the other schools so that our children can go from our 
OrpHanage school to the high school of the city, and on to the col- 
leges, or the university, on their school units. , 

We must keep always in mind that the Orphanage is absolutely 
dependent. It has no income whatever except what is made by the 
children on the farm. We must never think of the home as an insti- 
tution that ought to become self-sustaining. It will always be just 
as dependent as it is now. Children will come and children will 
go in and out of the home as the years go on, and all of them will 
come from the homes of the poor; therefore we must ever think of 
the home as our own institution for helping the needy and helpless. 

To describe the work of the home is more than space will admit, 
and more than one can do; but to support the home is something 
that every one can help to do. 

Your committee would urge every family to take The Orphan- 
age Gem and keep in heart touch with the work. - Also would ask 
every Christian to pray for the home every day, especially for the 
little ones cared for there. Then it would earnestly request every 
church and Sunday school, and ladies’ society to see to it that good 
offerings are sent to Brother Carter just as soon as possible.

CONSTITUTION 
OF COLDWATER BAPTIST ASSOCIATION. 

Article 1. This Association shall be known as The Coldwater 
Baptist Association of Mississippi. 

Art. 2. The purposes of this Association shall be that the 
churches composing it may take counsel together through their 
representatives, as to the best and most efficient means of advancing 
the kingdom of our Lord Jesus Christ; to receive and perpetuate 
information concerning the statistical, financial and spiritual condi- 
tion of the churches: to suggest and advise as to the best means of 


promoting the interests of all institutions fostered by the Baptists 
of Mississippi; and to more closely unify the work of the churches. 


Art. 3. The officers of this Association shall be a Moderator, 


Clerk and Treasurer, who shall be elected annually by ballot, at 


each meeting of the Association, each accredited delegate to be 
entitled to a vote. 


Aft. 4. The duties of the Moderator shall be to call the meet- 
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ing to order, to preside over the deliberations of the body when in 
session, to appoint such committees as may be necessary and to dis- 
charge all the duties usually required of the presiding officer of delib- 
crative bodies, 


Art. 5. The duties of the Clerk shall be to receive and file all 
letters or, other communications delivered to him by the messengers, 
to faithfully record the proceedings of the Association, and to pre- 
pare and have printed and distribute all committee reports, statis- 
tical tables and such other proceedings and information as may be 
deemed useful and helpful to the churches, and to preserve all per- 
manent records of the Association. 


Art. 6. The duties of the Treasurer shall be to receive all 
money that may be sent up by the churches or otherwise contributed, 
to disburse the same under the instructions of the Association in ac- 
{ordance with the purposes for which said money was designed. 


Art. 7. The meeting of this Association shall be held annually 
at such time and place as may be designated by the members when 
in session) provided, that in the event any annual meeting shall not 
be held at the time or place as designated, then the officers of the 
\ssociation may name a time awl place for the meeting. 


Art. 8. This Association shall be composed of messengers 
chosen by the several churches frem among their own members, who 
shall present letters of correspondence from their respective churches 
showing their election as messengers, the number of member® in 
fellowship, the number rec eived during the preceding year by bap- 
tism, by letter, by restoration, the number dismissed by letter, ex- 
cluded, suspended or died, and the amounts contributed by the 
church to all objects during the year. 


Art. 9. Each church within the bounds of this Association 
shall be entitled to three messengers until its membership exceeds 


fifty, and one messenger for each additional fifty members or frdc- 
tional part thereof. 


Art. 10. Churches of this Association failing to have a repre- 
sentative at any meeting will be expected to State the reason for 
Such failure at the next meeting, and if any church shall fail for 
three consecutive meetings to have a representative, the Association 


may deem advisable. 


Art. 11. Other Baptist churches may be admitted to this union 
by signifying their desire to do so, by messengers and letters, pro- 
vided they be deemed orderly and orthodox, and are willing to walk 
in fellowship with us. ¢ 

Art. 12. The funds necessary for the expenses of the Associa-

given by the church or sender, then the Association may direct the 
manner of its distribution. 

Art. 14. This Association shall not legislate for the churches, 
or adopt any rules or regulations inconsistent with the independence 
of the churches, but may advise churches, or may separate from such 
48 are known to walk disorderly. 

Art. 15 Any church of this Association, having a difficulty 
which it cannot settle, may present the same to the Association for 
suggestion and advice. Such cases must be presented in the letter 
of correspondence stating the reasons why it cannot be settled by 
the church 

Art. 16. This Association may correspond by letter and dele- 
Sates with the Baptist State Convention of Mississippi, and such 
other Associations as it may deem conducive to the interests of the 
kingdom of our Lord. 

Art. 17. This Association shall not receive for discussion or 
action from any source, any query or other matter which shall have 
a tendency to disturb the harmony of this body. 

Art. 18 At each annual meeting of this body, it shall be the 
duty of the Moderator by and through the recommendation of the 
churches, and by and with the advice and consent of the Association, 
to appoint an Exe: utive Committee, to be composed of one member 
from each church composing this body, and to name from the mem- 
bers so chosen a Chairman whose duty it shail be to call the mem- 
bers together and to preside during their deliberations. 

Art. 19 It shall be the duty cf the Executive Committee to 
meet at least once in each year, to inquire into the needs of the 
churches composing this Association, as to financial aid, to recom- 
“end to the Convention Boar of the Baptist State Convention such 
“Ppropriations to needy churches as may be deemed necessary or 
advisable and to report their proceedings to each annual meeting of 
the Association. 

Art. 20. The minutes of the proceedings of the Association 
shall be read for correction and information and signed by the Mod- 
erator and Clerk before final adjournment, and no meeting shall be 
adjourned until the business has been finished. 

Art. 21. This Constitution may be altered or amended at any 
regular meeting of this body, by a majority of two-thirds of the 
members present and voting. 
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
